Los Angeles will be the prin- 
cipal place of business. No date has 
ibeen set for the starting of opera- 
tions. 

“Motor trucks, like motor coaches 
\to passenger business, have a def- 
limite place in the freight transport | 
field,” stated D. W. Pontius, vice- 
president and general manager of | 
the Pacific Electric Railway. 

“One function is to act as feeders 


{to rail lines and to perform a ser-| 

vice between rail stations and the! 
shipper’s place of business. To meet 
| these needs a motor truck subsidiary 
to the Pacific Electric Railway is 
being organized. 

“The new company will be, in 
general character, an express con- 
| cern. It does not contemplate, for | 
| the present at least, the operation | 
| of trucks on the highways. 

“The truck company will perform 
a complete service from the ship- 
per’s door to the consignee’s address 
under a through rate that will cover 
the entire service.” 

Mr. Pontius explained that loads 
will be taken by truck to the railway.

and not resuming the exhibition until 1930. The reason | 
advanced for such action is set forth in the Autocar as| 
follows: “Since the first half of July, many salesmen have 
found that it is increasingly difficult to do business, because | 
a growing proportion of the buying public has begun to 
suppose that the machines it might order will be out of date 
soon after delivery, owing to what is called the approach 
of the moter show season. 
abroad there is scant likelihood of the given individual plac- 
ing an order for a car until the exhibition opens. Therefore 
it is held to be responsible for the irregular demand for cars, 
which is the bane of the manufacturer in quest of economical 
production. For it cannot be too often stressed for the 
benefit of the buying public that, if it is to obtain the maxi- 
mum value possible, the demand for cars must be at an even 
rate throughout the year.” 

In this country our experience with automobile shows 
has certainly never suggested the advisibility of omitting | 
them, even for a single year. It is quite true that the} 
approach of the show season slows down, to a limited extent, | 
purchase of new Cars. 














But even this hesitation in buying! 
is more academic than real, because most of our manufac-| 


turers have already made their announcements of the next}: — 


year’s models and the prospects do not have to wait for the 
exhibitions to know exactly what they are going to get. In 
the case of makers who reserve new models for show 
announcement, any slackening in sales before the shows 
simply gives them a chance to pile up production on the 
forthcoming offerings, so that they are in a position to meet 
instantly the demand created by the new models at the 
shows. Thus there is no falling off in production, as the 
English commentator seems to fear. 

On the other hand, even if there were a definite and 
continued slackening of sales and even if manufacturers had 
to adapt production schedules to meet a show period valley, 
our annual shows would still be worth anything that they 
cost to continuity of production. The fact that, for a week | 
at New York and a second week at Chicago, the attention | 
of the entire country is focused on the automotive industry 
and its products, is worth more to the industry than can be | 
computed in dollars and cents. The automotive industry is| 
the only one in the country which has this centralization of | 
interest for a two weeks’ period. There is not another big 
industry in the country that would not give half its com-| 
mercial kingdom for the same chance. 

Any suggestion that the national shows be omitted, 
even for a year, would find the American automotive 
industry up in arms and fighting mad. Our English 
friends will find that it is far easier to arrange production 
schedules to give continuity of effort than it would be to 
eliminate a national exhibition that focuses the attention 
of the entire country on automotive developments.

DAVID BEECROFT LEAVES 
PUBLISHING FIELD AFTER 
24 YEARS OF ACTIVITY 


New York, Oct. 23.—David Bee- 
croft, who for twenty-four years has 
been associated with the Chilton 
Class Journal Company and the Class 
Journal Company, has resigned as 
of the end of the year. For up- 
ward of eighteen years he was con- 
nected with the editorial department 
of the Class Journal Publications, 
beginning with Motor Age in 1905, 
and acting as directing editor of all 
the Class Journal Publications until 
his withdrawal from the editorial 
department in 1922, 

Mr. Beccroft entered the motor 
vehicle industry in December, 1903, 
as editor of the Automobile Review, 
published weekly in Chicago, where 
he remained until March, 1905, when 
he joined the staff of Motor Age as 
technical editor and later became 
editor in 1908. 

In 1911, in addition to the editor- 
ial work on Motor Age, he took on 


the editorial work of the Automobile, 
which later was converted into Au- 
tomotive Industries, and in 1913 be- 
came directing editor of the Class 
Journal Company,

In the summer of 1916, as a repre-

Mr. Beecroft was president of the 
Society of Automotive Engineers 
during the year 1921 and previous to 
that was a member of the board 
for several years. He was chairman 
of the papers committee of the so- 
ciety for five years. 

He is at present the representa- 
tive of the American Automobile As- 
sociation on the motor vehicle con- 
ference committee, and has been a 
member of the contest board of 
the American Automobile Associa- 
tion for twenty years. He drafted 
the original stock car rules used for 
motor car racing on tracks and 


speedways and was the organizer of 
most of the early automobile re- 
liability contests that incorporated 
technical examinations of the cars 
before the start and after the finish 
of such contests. He served as ref- 
eree for practically all of the large 
contest events in the Middle West 
section of the country for many 
years.

Stoop to Conquer, Says Saks

Are the sales and service 
policies of the general line jobber 
applicable to handling and mer- 
chandising replacement parts? 
Is he cognizant of the funda- 
mentals of the parts business? 
Here is an article by a parts 
authority and teeming with con- 
structive criticism of the general 
line jobber’s policies and contain- 
ing suggestions of merit.—The 
Editor.

Parts 
The general line automotive job- 
ber literally passed up the replace- 
ment parts business when that 
branch of the business actually 
begged him to give it a chance to 
earn profits for him. That, of 
course, was some years ago. At 
that time the general line jobber 
had three good reasons which, to a 
great extent, justified his action. 
First, the replacement parts busi- 
ness was too technical; second, it 
was too small in volume and Mm 
unit sale; third, the accessory busi- 
ness was #still very largely dis- 
tributed through jobbing channels, 
which gave general line jobbers a 
good volume and a good profit. 
But since then, the last two con- 
ditions have changed considerably. 
The accessory business has dropped 
to a point very near extinction, 
because of the fully equipped car 
and also because of the change in 


ufacturer and 
instead of the jobber. On 
other hand, the replacement parts 
business has developed and grown 
to a very considerable volume. As 
a@ result of these changes the gen- 
eral line jobber is anxious to ge 
into the replacement parts busi- 
ness. For some time quite a num- 
ber of general line jobbers have 
carried a more or less complete 
stock of parts; have held all sorts 
of sales meetings; have issued cat- 
alogues including parts, and even 
had some of their salesmen concen- 
trate on parts. Yet, comparatively 


few of these general line jobbers | 


have made any real success in the 
replacement parts business. Why? 

The answer, it seems to me, is due 
to the failure of most general] line 
jobbers to see the contrast between 


the replacement parts business and | 
the general line jobbing business, | 


rather than the similarity of these 
two branches of the industry. _ 
As an instance, the general line 


jobber is accustomed to selling in| 


package lots, such as the boxes of 


spark plugs, or six boxes of bulbs, | 


or two dozen cans of radiator liquid, 
etc—while the replacement parts 
jobber sells one bearing for a front 
wheel on a Hudson and one muffler 
for a Master Six Buick and one 
axle shaft for a Chevrolet. 


For, while the general line jobber | 


does a wholesale business, the re- 
placement parts business more 


nearly resembles a retail business. | 
The general line jobber sends out | 


his salesmen to call on the trade to 
secure orders, 
ment parts jobber realizes that the 
best his salesmen can do is to sell 


the house the quality of merchan- | 


dise carried and their service. For 


he knows that his salesmen cannot | 


get an order for Buick pistons 
when the only job on the fivur hap- 
pens to be an Essex with a broken 
axle shaft. 


The old line jobber is used to fill- 


ing and shipping orders at leisure, 
while the replacement parts jobber 
must give immediate service or lose 
the sale. There are other elements, 


but these will serve to illustrate this | 


point; namely, that the general line 


jcbber when he goes into the parts| 


business not only must open a sepa- 
rate department, but he must also 


assume a different attitude toward | 


this department. He must adopt 
different selling methods, based on 
entirely different psychology, adap- 
table to quite other conditions and 
circumstances. 

In addition to this, the general 
line jobber seems to underrate con- 
Siderably the technical 
and experience acquired by the re- 
placement parts jobber during the

years of his service. 
and experience has cost him much 


time, labor and money and gives the | 
his | 


replacement parts jobber and 
organization the great advantage of 
knowing quickly what is required 
and what he can furnish or what 


can be substituted and where it can | 


be bought, etc. The general line 
jobber must be willing to pay for 


this experience either by securing | 


the right personnel for his replace- 


ment parts department or by having | 


the patience to labor and learn. 

Above all things, 
| the general line jobber has 
sumed the wrong attitude towards 
the replacement parts jobber in 
taking it for granted that the re- 
placement parts jobber is of little 
account, and is anything but what 
he should be. In accordance with 
this assumption, the general line 
jobber figured 


and business would flock to him. 
Many general line jobbers discovered 
that the replacement 
not only knows his business but 
he also knows how 
customers. To that extent, at least, 
the general line jobber, should re- 
spect them instead of abusing 
them. Furthermore, the general 
line jobber who is really desirous 
of making a success of the re- 
placement parts business will do 
well and get much further by co- 
operating with the replacement 
parts jobbers in his territory, in- 


| stead of ignoring them. There is

What's a Jobber? 


HAT’S a jobber in this re- 

placement parts business? 
Like the aecessory industry, we 
find the manufacturer defining 
what is a jobber. Both have 
varying ideas. When is a jobber 
a wholesaler, and when is a 
wholesaler a jobber? Thus far we 
know of no real satisfactory an- 
swer to the question. 

But we like the way the Na- 
tional Standard Parts Association 
handles this question. The associ- 
|ation takes into consideration such 











factors as car and truck registra- | 


tion, proper investment to render 
Satisfactory service, sufficient num- 
ber of major parts lines handled 
direct from manufacturers 
sufficient field force. 


The country is divided into three | 


general classes, A, B and C. ClassA 
includes the very large cities, where 
the manufacturer would be justified 
in placing his lines with five or six 
jobbers.

The practical 
information supplied can be mas- 
tered by the salesmen so they could 
determine what type and size of 
machine could be employed and the 
number of operations it would per- 
form. And perhaps the percentages 
on sales previously quoted would

ONSIDERABLE interest of late manifest in the 
so-called small order account. That the cost of selling 
‘is high and that the returns are not in keeping appears to 
be the consensus of opinion of those who have studied the 
subject. 

Among the suggestions advanced as a remedy is that 
of a sliding scale of prices, or rather discounts. It is some-
